Over Holiday 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) - 
Motorists injured seriously in 
accidents over the Memorial 
Day weekend in Indiana may 
find themselves 'being transport­ 
ed by helicopter to hospitals. 
Governor Bowen said Thurs­ 
day state police patrols this 
weekend will be augmented by 
the National Guard, which will 
employ IS helicopters and more 
than SO military vehicles to 
assist motorists and free state 
police for priority enforcement 
duties. 
“About 100 National Guard 
personnel will be involved in the 
three-day operation, which also 
will provide for closer com­ 
munications between the two 
agencies by having a National 
Guard communication center in 
each state police post,” Bowen 
said in a statement. 
“The key change in 'the pro­ 
gram, from last year’s effort will 
involve five medical evacuation 
helicopters to assist in moving 
injured motorists to hospitals in 
situations in which ground am­ 
bulance service is not available 
or practical,” he said. 
“Each helicopter will be staff­ 
ed with a volunteer physician 
and two medical technicians. 
They will operate from five hos­ 
pitals selected on the basis of 
geographical coverage of high­ 
way high-accident locations, 
emergency 
care 
facilities, 
helicopter landing sites and 
communications capabilities,” 
the governor said.

bles’’ and deletions. Committee 
lawyers John M. Doar and 
Albert

said 
inaccuracies were found when 
the committee checked some of 
the transcripts against those 
tapes it already has. 
Nixon’s lawyer, James D. St. 
Clair, replied in writing that 


these charges were “gratuitous 
in the extreme” and had “no 
basis.” Though different tran- 
scribings of a tape contain 
different words, he declared, 
“the meaning of the entire 
conversation viewed as a whole 
is 
not 
subject 
to 
serious 
differences of opinion as to 
what is said. Differences, of 
course, can exist as to the 
interpretations that be placed 
on the conversation.” 
Presidential Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler Thursday 
accused 
members

putting out a distorted version 
of Nixon’s Dictabelt recollec­ 
tions of the March 
2 1, 1973, 
conversation in which Dean told 
him about Watergate. Ziegler 
said members quoted Nixon as 
saying, “It was an uneventful 
day,” but that the President 


actually said, “As far as the 
day was concerned, it was 
uneventful except for the talk 
with Dean.” 
Piecemeal Presentation 
That, charged Ziegler, is “an 
example of the distortion and 
piecemeal presentation" com­ 
mittee members are giving to 
newsmen on the secret im ­ 
peachment hearings.

Saxbe Says He Can Live 
Without Wire Tapping

Forbidding government wire­ 
tapping is something he can 
“live 
with,” 
but 
it 
would 
hamper 
Justice 
Department 
investigations, says Attorney 
General William B. Saxbe. 
Testifying before a senate 
subcommittee on the subject of 
wiretapping without warrants, 
Saxbe vowed, “No American 
citizen 
can 
be 
wiretapped 
anywhere in the world without 
approval from m e.” 
He would not say how many 
taps are now in effect, but 
Saxbe said that only the Justice 
Department, 
among 
govern­ 
ment agencies, may and does 
eavesdrop. 
Saxbe said that under recent 
court 
rulings 
on 
electronic 
surveillance. President Nixon 
has authority to request wire­ 
taps only in national security 
matters organized and financed 
by a foreign power. 
He said Congress “could do 
away with all electronic sur­ 
veillance” and he could “live 
with it.” But he said it would 
put the Justice Department “at 
some 
disadvantage” 
in 
its 
investigations. 


Saxbe, who appeared with 
FBI Director Clarence Kelley, 
spent an hour and a half in a 
closed meeting with subcom­ 
mittee members who unsuc­ 
cessfully 
tried 
to 
get 
information on the number of 
wiretaps currently in effect. 
Saxbe said that information, 
including 
names 
and 
tran­ 
scripts, had been given to the 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee 
on the FBI, which, he said, had 
voted that "We can’t give this 
information 
to 
any 
other 
committee.” 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, told Saxbe “you have no 
authority 
to 
deny 
us 
this 
information.” 
The 
attorney 
general 
conceded 
he 
was 
caught 
“in the midst of a 
jurisdictional fight.” 
The attorney 
general also 
said that he has never been 
able 
to 
find 
out 
for 
sure 
whether there had been taps on 
congressmen by other agencies. 
“If there were, it has not been 
done by the Justice Depart­ 
ment.”

At his arraignment in Man 
hattan Federal Court on air 
piracy charges, Kamaiko was 
ordered held on $100,000 bail 
after the government said “this 
crime poses the most extreme 
motive to flee.” 
U.S. Magistrate Charles J. 
Hartenstine scheduled a hear­ 
ing in the case for May 31. The 
charge carries a 20-year-to-life 
prison sentence.

Miss Lilyan Goosens, consumer 
affairs officer, Food and Drug 
Administration,' U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare 
with 
offices 
in 
Indianapolis, who spoke on the 
specialized 
subject 
of 
cosmetics. The Food and Drug 
Administration is one of 217 
agencies under one umbrella, 
she said. 
After an unpleasant episode 
with some eye makeup in 1927, it 
became necessary to have some 
regulations 
in 
regard 
to 
cosmetics. In 1928. the Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act was 
passed. Originally it was not a 
part of the cabinet. Finally it 
became attached to HEW. 
Cosmetics is defined as an 


article intended to be applied to 
the human body for the purpose 
of altering or beautifying the 
appearance. Drugs is defined as 
a substance that changes the 
natural body function, Miss 
Goosens stated. 
The laws for drugs is more 
strict. Each batch must be 
tested and proven to do what it 
purports to do. The laws for 
cosmetics are quite weak. Some 
new labeling laws have come 
into practice in the last two 
years. An ingredient statement 
will appear on the product along 
with an antidote. The consumer 
will have a basis for comparison 
of both price, ingredient and 
antidote, was further noted. 
Trade 
secrets 
are 
not 
revealed but the antidote to the 
offending ingredient will be 
given and how much. Stock with 
the new labeling is not on the 
market generally as yet but will 
be in 1975. 
Reading all labels is very 
important. Some products in the 
hair dyes and tints have caused 
trouble. “ P atch” tests are 
necessary each time the product 
is used. Cautionary statements 
are on the labels and antidotes

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Soviet Stake In Suez 
As a preliminary to reopening 
the Suez Canal, closed since 
1967, the United States has 
agreed to assist Egypt in 
clearing away thousands of land 
and sea 
mines and other 
unéxploded ordnance in and 
around the waterway. 
Egyptian officials hope that 
by October the canal can be 
brought back to the sam e 
condition it was before the Six 
Day War, allowing passage of 
ships up to 70.000 tons 
It would be ironic if the 
w’elcome reopening of what was 
once one of the most important 
commercial arteries in the 
world had the unintended result 
of crowning the efforts of the 
Soviet Union to become the 
world’s foremost naval power. 
As of now, Soviet warships 
must take the long voyage 
around Africa to reach the 
Indian and Pacific Oceans. 
Quick access through the Suez 
would be of significant strategic 
'benefit to the Kremlin. 
It has been suggested that in 
the interest of peace, Egypt 
ought to ban the warships of all 
nations from using the Suez 
Canal. The United States, un­ 
fortunately, is hardly in 
a

position 
to 
urge 
such 
a 
proscription in view of its own 
traditional strategic stake in the 
Panama Canal. 
Thus 
the 
prospective 
reopening of the Suez Canal, 
another of Henry Kissinger’s 
diplomatic achievements, need 
not necessarily be greeted with 
unalloyed joy.

THE ENERGY CRISIS is real 
and will be with us for some 
time to come, according to 
Purdue Univeristy experts. 
The problem is complex with 
no single, simple solution. A 
year 
ago 
the 
Energy 
Engineering 
Center 
was 
established 
at 
Purdue 
to 
broaden the energy activities 
across the entire campus. More 
than 100 faculty members are 
involved 
in 
research 
and 
educational activities related to 
the current energy problems, 
some in ways that stagger the 
imagination. 
The 100 members of the 
Purdue P resid en t’s Council 
recently met in Indianapolis to 
hear how Purdue is responding 
to the crisis from ten university 
staff members. The Press 
received a brief review from 
each of the 10, and were able to 
question each individually. I 
learned, to think of energy in 
terms never before considered 
as involved with the problem. 
As an educational institution. 
Purdue will be training the 
individuals expected to solve the 
problem s in the future. A 
balanced program of research 
must be maintained to update 
educational programs, and few 
programs at Purdue are exempt 
from the energy problem. Even 
the School of Agriculture is 


involved, both as a user and 
producer of energy. 
One problem is storage of 
energy until required for use. 
Did you every think of plants 
and trees as nature’s method of 
storage? We can burn trees to 
produce heat and steam for 
conversion into electricity. 
Experiments are being 
con­ 
ducted. to produce alcohol as a. 
fuel from corn, methane from 
agriculture waste, and to reduce 
the need for fuel on the farm by 
such methods as chemical 
preservatives to eliminate need 
for drying of grain crops. 
The school of agriculture is 
involved in solving the energy 
crisis in many ways, according 
to G. W. Isaacs, head of the 
Agricultural 
Engineering. 
Important in Indiana are ways 
to restore land to agricultural 
use after strip mining of coal. 
F. K. Fong of the department 
of chemistry pointed out that all 
sources 
of 
fuel 
originally 
derived from solar energy, all 
were exhaustible over some 
time span, and the future might 
well be in use of solar energy.

The same 
ideas can save in the trucking 
industry. We need to develop an 
effective “gasgauge" for the 
state, with inform ation on 
available fuel and demands on 
the energy supply. We don’t 
know the present quality of air 
around stacks of 
electricial 
generating plants or how much 
they effect the environment. 
The big problem with the use 
of atomic fuel is not so much the 
danger as the fact it produces 


radio active waste. What, to do 
with the waste is a big problem... 
Suggestions to load it onto 
rockets and shoot it into space, 
or even into the sun are im­ 
practical. An abort and destruct 
of the rocket could shower the 
entire world with radio-active 
materia.!,, and is an. ever present 
danger. 
The waste now is in the form, 
of liquid . Some progress is being 
made. It is possible to evaporate 
the water, leaving a radio­ 
active salt. Under heat and 
pressure, this can be fused with 
rock, to make a volcanic type of 
rock which will not dissolve in 
water or wash away. The waste 
can be buried without future 
danger.

Festus and 
Agrippa. 
Paul had been accused by the

h e re sy , 
s a c rile g e , an d s e d itio n - the 
sam e charges leveled against 
Jesus at his trial before Pontius 
Pilate Festus and Agrippa had 
agreed to hear Paul's defense in 
th e 
c o u rt 
at 
C a e s a re a , 
h e a d q u a r te r s 
for 
R o m an 
authority in Palestine.

Man, Really F re e ? ” Acts 26:19

It must have been a colorful 
sc en e . 
F e s tu s ,

proconsul, was seated in his 
ju d g m e n t seat b e a rin g the 
trappings of Roman authority. 
N ear him 
was Agrippa, the 
puppet king who by Roman 
indulgence ruled a small area 
;i roulid Ga 1 i .1 e e .. Ag.r i ppa w a s the 
nephew of the king Herod who 
torced Joseph and Mary to flee 


to Egypt after Jesus was born, a 
Jew well-educated in the law but 
of the cosmopolitan tastes that 
characterized the nobility of the 
Hellenistic world. Before them,

was Paul,

but

eloquence and learning, a rabbi 
and formerly a Pharisee of the 
strictest order. Neither Festus 
nor Agrippa was hostile to Paul 
They were merely curious as to 
why Jewish leaders should have 
-uch a furious hatred of one of 
then r own who had apparently 
com m itted no crim inal offense. 
Paul's Defense 
P a u l’s response to the charges 
against him was a concise and 
< loquenf account of bis early 
persecution of Christians, his 
« o livers i on on 
th e ro ad to 
D am ascus, and his attem pt to 
bring the saving m essage ol 
Jesus to Jew and Gentile alike. 
The kernel of his speech was a 
point which lie had m ade many 
tim es 
before, 
that 
tie 
"said 


nothing but what the prophets 
and Moses said would come to 
pass, that Christ must suffer, 
and that, by being the first to 
rise from the dead, he would 
proc 1 a i n»I ight both to the people 
and to the G entiles.”

F e s tu s e x ­ 
claimed, "P aul.. . . your groat 
learning is turning you m ad .” 
To the non-believer the idea of

Festus probably 
identified Christianity with the

Convictions Of 
Jewish Leaders 
A basic question arises out of 
P au l’s trial. It it is true that he 
"said nothing 
but 
what 
the 
prophets and Moses said would 
com e to p ass,” why did the 
Jewish leaders try so relent­ 
lessly 
to 
silence 
him? 
One 
reaso n 
h a s 
a lre a d y 
been 
suggested as applying both to 
the persecution of 
Paul and 
Jesus: Jesus simply did not fit 
the preconceived pattern ol a 
messiah. An equally important 
reason was P aul's denigration 
of the Jew ish law and his in­

I el low ship of Gentiles who did 
not first becom e Jewish con­ 
verts. "Salvation” to the Jews 
was not so m uch an individual 
m atter a s i t w as t he del i vera n ee 
of a people and. the fulfillment of 
their destiny by living according 
to God s will.

liberty which have made the 
United States of America strong 
free and great. 
The first of these is the axe. It 
came with the pioneers. It was 
used to d e a r trees create farms 
homes schools churches and 
other buildings. It was a symbol 
of their willingness to work, hard 
for themselves. Hard work has 
made America free and strong. 
But something has happened to 
America. People are no longer 
willing to work for the things 
they want from life. 
Every 
personnel m anager and every 
foreman has a sim ilar tale to 
tell. Many folks are willing to 
collect wages for work they do 
not do. All over the nation, there 
seems to be scores of able 
bodied people who are more 
willing to live off welfare than to 
work for a. living. In some large 
cities, welfare recipients are 
housed 
in 
top 
flight 
hotels 
simply because they “demand 
b etter housing..'"’ T here are 
others whose only motive for 
living is to seek pleasure not 
responsibility. W'hen a nation 
loses its will to work it could also 
lose its freedom. 
The second tool of liberty 
which the founders of freedom 
brought to these shores was the 
rifle. They used it not only to 
hunt gam e but also to defend 
themselves.. When a nation loses 
its 
will 
to 
defend 
itself, 
something is wrong with its 
thinking. A careful study of the 
Scriptures indicates that war is 
not as immoral as some people 
seem 
to 
think. 
The 
Old 
T estam en t show s th at God 
blessed Israel in its military 
efforts when those ends were 
directed 
to 
the 
safety 
and 
welfare of its people. Whenever 
Israel went to w ar in the name 
of the Lord Jehovah, it was 
blessed. Defensive war in a 
righteous cause is not wrong. 
Neither is it wrong to build 
defensive weapons. Today, on 
every side, we are hearing the 
voices of those who truly believe 
to be disarm ed is to be peaceful 
and 
safe. 
U nfortunately, 
however, history te a rs out those 
nations who weaken themselves 
to prove 
their peaceful 
in­ 
tentions, are usually the first to 
go down to defeat. The rifle was 
a m ajor weapon of defense in 
days 
past 
and 
defensive 
weapons should not, be ruled out 
today. 
The third tool of liberty is the 
Bible. This book is the bedrock 
of our society. The founders of 
freedom brought it with them. 
There was no question of its 


authority in their lives. They 
loved it, lived by its codes and 
believed it. Today we are told 
the Bible is untrue, myth if you 
will, and its teachings are “old 
fashioned.” We shall remain 
great, however, only as long as 
we abide by its standards. When 
we raise it precepts high, we 
shall be raised high as a nation.
